OF ITALY, SAYS DE SANTO
University of Pennsylvania Professor Declares Triple....AllAiuance wrought No Aid

Many Manifestations of Enmity.

May 4, 1 915. the denunciation of the

Triple Alliance on the part of Italy,
marks one of the most brilliant pages
In the annals of the Italian people. The
knowledge of this denunclitlon caused
a great sigh of relief lit the breast of
every Italian. It wn as If an oppress-lu- g

and despised weight had been taken
off our back : It was our first grett vic-
tory against' the Teutons In this world's
struggle.

Italy has been accused of perfidy; she
has been called faithless and mercenary :

she lias also leen put ahead of Kngland
in the list of the most hated nations of
thet earth In Germany. All of this and
more we expected from the Teutons, and
therefore ore not at nil Impressed by it.
We nrc very much concerned, however.
to find that there are st'.ll n few Amerl-- j
vims who are bent upon blaming Italy
for her entrance In the war ngalnst her
f. - -- lit... i ..I... I. ...
iu inn lllltcn. IlllS llllllUUe. HI I'UUrSQ,
Is the result of n misunderstanding, and
It Is largely due to the fact that this
small percentage of the American people
have not had the time or opportunity to
(study over the reasons that have
prompted Ituly to take the step she has
taken.

We esteem so much and .are so much
In need of the friendship and moral sup-
port of America that we cannot afford
to leave one Amerlein uninformed of the
truth In this great iiuestlon. Let us,
therefore, cast n rapid glance upon tin-pa-

nnd study the relation between Italy
nnil the Teutonic nations for the last
half a century.

Ily wny of Introduction. let me ay
that the Latins and the Teutons were
never since the time of C.usnr on' very
friendly terms. They were always
either at war with each other or In r.

state of peace forced by circumstance?.
As for n perfect, mutual understanding,
productive of enduring harmony, we can
find no trace of It between th two peo-
ples. The soul of the Teutons Is so
different from that of the Latins.
